With  heart  felt  delight  do  I  re-- 
peat  the'  sentence  ;  and  may  this 
blessed  beginning  of  the  work  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  upon  your  heart  be  ca;-- 
ried  on,  till  at  length  you  arc  bro’t 
to  know  the  heights,  and  depths, 
and  lengths,  and  breadtiis,  of  re¬ 
deeming  love.-  This  desfre.  my 
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lean  jjirl,  lor  what  the  carnal  heart 
is  naturally  opposed  to,  must  spring 
from  the  persuasion  of  the  spirit  of 
all  grace  actuating  your  rational 
powers.

You  must  re¬ 
nounce  all  righteousness  of  your 
own,  ami  come  to  him  a  poor,  blind, 
corrupt,  impotent  creature  ;  want¬ 
ing  all  things,  and  unable  to  do  any 
thing.  Let  not  conscience  make 
you  linger,  or  of  fitness  fondly 
dream.  All  the  fitness  he  requres, 
is  to  feel  yoar  need  of  him. 

I'  WILL  not  ask  you,  my  dear 
Julia,  to  pardon  the  freedo;n  with 
which  I  write,  sin  'e  you  retjuest  me 
to  write  all  I  feci  upon  this  interest¬ 
ing  subject. 

These  things  I  have  felt  to  be 
indispensably  necessary  for  a  sin¬ 
ner,  who  vras  diligently  seeking  the 
salvation  of  her  soul.  Extreme  weak-

Jcr.  xxxi*k40.  *‘1  Avilt  make  an  ev¬ 
erlasting  covenant  with  them,  that 
I  wiil  not  tuni  away  from  them,  to 
dp  them  good  :  but  I  will  put  my 
fear  in  their  hearts,'  that  they  shall 
not  depart  from  me,**  Ry  virtue  of 
ttus  covenant,  he  is  engaged  to  be 
their  Gcd  for  ever,  and  th^cir  guide 
even  unto  d^ath  to  go  with  them 
^  through  fire  and  water ;  to 
strengthen,  help,  and  uphold  them 
vitli  th.e  light  hand  of  his  rightcous- 
^ss  r*  whatever  battle  they  are  en- 
g;agcd  in,  to  stand  at  their  right 
hand,  to  save  them  from  them 
tbkt  would  condemn  their  soul 
,  snd  w'hatevcr  piece  work  or  duty 
be  calls  them  to,  to  work  in  them 
Loth  to  will  and  to  do  of  his  own 
good  pleasure  ;*^  and  that  he  will 
ncTcr,  never,  never  I^avc  i.or  for- 
sike  them/-^  The*  work  of  grace 
irt  the  soul  is  called  a  kingdom. 
Like  a  kingdom  it  is  the  residence 
cf  a  great  King  ;  it  has  lav.'s,  by 
which  it  is  governed  ;  it  has  a  court . 
cf  equi'tyi  vrhere  all  iniquity  is  con¬ 
demned  ;  it  lias  its  ti  e:\sury  that  is 
jnCXiiauslihle  ;  it  has  its  w'ars,  fu- 
arid  domestic  ;  It  nas  its  mag- 
i^^ines  for  iriillt;‘ry  provisi?m,  and 
iX'i  confederates  with  whom  it  is  in 
even  a  reconciled  (iod  in 
Chris^i  who  makes  a  covenant  for 


them  w  ith  the  beasts  of  the  field, 
and  with  the  fowls  of  the-  heaven, 
and  with  tlie  creeping  things  of  the 
ground/*  Hos.  ii.  18. 
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Society  for  Frc/iagating  the  Cosfiel. 

The  labors  and  success  of  the 
Rev.  John  Sergeant,  missionary  a- 
mong  the  Mahukkunuk  Indians  at 
NerV-Stockbridge,  '  near  Oneida, 
within  a  few  years  past,  have  much 
increased.  From  fifty  t(»  one  hund¬ 
red  of  t!:e  Oneida  Pagans,  as  they 
are  denominated,  have  occasionally 
attended  on  his  ministralicns,  and 
he  has  also  visited  auicl  lung  lit  them 
in  their  own  village,  to  their  appa¬ 
rent  saijjfariion  and  improvenyent, 

conccquence  cf  an  invitatiou 
from  the  Onendaga  Indians,  who 
reside  thirty-six  mi*cs  westward  of 
Ncw-Stcckbridgc,  Mr.  Sergeant 
made  them  a  visit  in  Jtmc  last,  whert 
he  was  introduced  into  their  coun¬ 
cil  house,  and  addressed  by  iheix 
c hie t Speaker,  as  follow  s  : . 

‘‘  Father  ;  wc  thank  the  great 

Lord  above,  that  wc  have  all  been 

kept  alive  to  tkistiipc.  V/e  also 

in  a  particular  manner,  lliank  Him, 

tl'.at  ‘he  has  taken  care  of  vou  on 
•  •  ^ 

the  way,  wl.ich  leads  to  our  fire¬ 
place.  '  We  thar;k  you,  that  you 
have  been  faithful  to  your  prouiise, 
and  arc  come  to  make  us  a  visit. 

•  We  rejoice  in  this  p!casiii:t  day, 

!  wh^jn  we  can'  se’e  vour  face.  A 
ntimbcr  of  us  are  collcxted,  and  rea¬ 
dy  "to  h.car  and  learn  something  for 
our  good.**, 

Mr.  Seroeakt  then  addressed 
them  in  a  discourse  of  about  feur 
licirrs  in  length,  on  subjects  he 
tlxught  best  adapted  to  their  rapa¬ 
cities  aiiu  circumstances,  relating  to 
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their  present,  as  well  as  future  well- 
being.  They  then  by  one  of  their 
chiefs,  made  hina  the  followin  g  re- 

pl>  s 

“  Father,  I  speak  to  you  in  behalf 
©fall.  VVe  thank  you  for  commu¬ 
nicating  to  us  the  mind  of  the  great 
God.  *  We  thank  the  Lord,  tiiat  he 
has  given  you  health,  that.you  have 
been  enabled  to  come  and  vist  ns  at 
this  time,  and  speak  to  us  from  his 
vord. 

.  “  Father  ;  we  now  thank  you 
in  the  name  and  behalf  of  all  our 
chiefs,  young  men,  women,  and 
children,  for  the  good  counsel,  you 
have  now  given  us,  respecting  our 
good  in  this  life,  as  well  as  the  life 
to  come.  We  will  follow  your  ad¬ 
vice,  so  far  as  we  can. 

“  Father  ;  you  told  us  the 
Lord  made  the  world,  and  all  things 
that  are  therein,  in'  six  days,  but 
rested  on  the  seventh  ;  that  he  had 
commanded  all  his  children,  of  all 
liations,  to  rest  on  that  day,  to  cease 
from  all  labour,  play,  or  any  world¬ 
ly  business  ;  that  they  must  meet 
together  and  worship  him.  Tliis 
We  see  is  right  aiul  good,  and  we 
proinke  yOu  we  will  observe  this  in 
the  best  manner  u  c  cati.

‘‘Father;  you  have  told  us  we 
Huist  lalxjor  on  our  lands,  and  in  this 
^vay  obluin  our  bread  ;  and  likewise  | 
pi*ovide  for  our  cattie,  that  the)’  j 
n^lit  increase,  that  we  \niy;ht  have  [; 
to  sell  to  others,  l)y  which  means 
v*e  niiglit  get  clothrng  for  ourselves 
and  cliildren.  Father  ;  this  is  like¬ 
wise  good  advice,  and  \v<i  will  do 
eur  best  to  follow  tliis  good  way.  j 

“  FiVTXiER  ;  you  have  told  us  wc  j 
have  but  a  small  piece  of  land  left,  j 
tlierefoi’c  we  must  keep  it  for  o‘»r-  \ 
selves  and  cluidren.  Father;  \ve  j 
let  ycu  know  we  arc  wcU  picas-  j 


ed  with  tliis  advice  ;  and  all  iA  u» 
are  united  in  thiSy  that  wc  will  hold 
our  land  forever  ;  that  we  w  ill 
tlier  lease  nor  sell  h.  And  wo 
hope  our  children  will  always  do 
liie  same. 

“  Fathfr  :  we  have  all  of  us 
greed  entiiely  to  forsahe  poisonous 
ii(njors  ;  but  we  arc  son  y  to  find# 
that  a  few  of*  us  do  fall  away  ;  *  but 
agTceahly  to  your  advice,  we  will 
try  cur  best  to  reclaim  every  cue.**
